Not Went to Be Reform — 


Nashville, Tenn., Feb. 1. 3 IBy a 
vote of 71 to 24 the house today passed the 
senate bill providing for the extension of 
what is known as the Adams laws to the en- 
tire state, placing Tennessee in the list of 
prohibition states. The signature of the gov- 
ernor is practically certain. 

This action is the culmination of a temper- 
ance fight of fourteen years and is the law 
providing that no intoxicants should be sold 
within four miles of public schools. Later 
the law was applied to towns of under 2,000 
population and still later to places of 5,000, 
The Adams law was passed prohibiting the 
incerporation of any town under 6,000 popu- 
lation without the prohibitive clause. The 
bill passed today extends the provisions of 
that law to all cittes of 150,000 and less ac- 
cording to the census of 1900, which means the 
entire state, 

The Memphis delegation made a desperate 
fight against the bill. Representative Stain- 
back of Memphis said Memphis did not want 
to be reformed and would not be reformed, 
and that if the bill became a law 1,000 blind 
tigers would be started in Memphis. Repre- 
sentative Carden of Chattanooga said prac- 
tically the same thing as to his city. 

Others claimed that the law was a death 
knell to people of local self-government, as 
the bill does not provide for local elections 
on the subject. The same legislature has the 
right to abolish the charter of any city and 
reincorporate it with the prohibitive provi- 
sions, which will no doubt be done for every 
whisky town in the state.

The plan proposed by the president 
and agreed to by the Japanese representa- 
tives would keep all Japanese coolies out of 
the United States, but it would admit the 
educated classes who come here to study or 
to observe American customs. It would bar 
out of Japan practically no Americans what- 
ever, but the principle would be applied so 
equitably that the Japanese pride would be 


spared, 
Japanese Not Mongolians. 

What the Japanese are most afraid of, not 
only m America but everywhere else, is be- 
ing classed in common with the Chinese. 
There was a time not long ago when the 
Japanese and Chinese were lumped as Mon- 
golla na the world over. Half a century ago 
the designation was more or less deserved, 
but within the last generation Japan hes 
made auch strides that her people are desirous 
of being ranked among the better gtades of 
na tions. 3 

It o this national pride which was most 
hurt over the attempt to bar them out of the 
San Francisco schools. If all foreigners had 
been excluded they would not have com- 
plained at all, but they believed it was an 
unjust discrimination to bar out the Japanese 
and admit the lowest grade of people from 
Europe. The Japanese felt they were being 
excluded from the schools on account of their 
color and because they were racially the same 
as Chinese, whom they in turn consider far 


' pemeath them. 


Suggestion from Hawaii. 


Mr. L. M. Thurston, who was the minister 
of Hawali to the United States during the 
Cleveland administration and who has been 
actively interested in the government there 
ever since, has suggested a new basis of 
compromise on the school difficulty which 
may put an end to the whole trouble. Hawali 
hag been overrun by the Japanese, so far as 


numbers were concerned, but there is a great 


dearth of labor there and the planters are 
anxious for the Japanese to stay. So far 
as the census figures go, as shown by the 
report of Labor Commissioner Neill, there 
are more Asiatics than American and Ha- 
Wallans in the islands. The Japanese, how- 
ever, have not attempted to exercise any 
rights of suffrage or to interfere in any way 
with the government. The Hawalians were 
threatened with the same trouble ig the 
schools that has upset the people of San 
Francisco. They wanted the Japanese there, 
however, and it was to their interest that 
the Asiatics should be educated, at least to 
the extent of reading and writing English. 

The Hawalian government adopted a clever 
scheme to get out of the difficulty. They 
did not separate the Asiatics as such from 
the Americans, but they drew the line be- 
tween those who could speak English and 
those who could not, The result wag the 
same «as if the line had, been dru. uns om a 
race basis. Practically the only Japanese 
to seek admission to the schools are those 
who want to learn to read and write English 
for.commercial reasons. They seldom go be- 
yond the primary grades, and none of the 
coolie class can afford to indulge in the lux- 
ury of a high school education. 

In Honolulu the gchool authorities made 
the simple requirement that children who 
could not understand English would have to 
be educated in separate classes, on the 
ground that the regular teachers could not 
spare the time which must be devoted to 
the regular branches of studies to teaching 
the English language. 

Plan Works Admirably. 

This plan has worked admirably. It does 
not dweriminate against the Japanese on 
account of their color or their race and at 
the same time it keeps them from daily as- 
sociati with white children of tender age. 
Separate schools are provided for any for- 
eigners who desire to learn English, and 
they are taught the primary branches at the 
same time, although most of the instruction 
necessarily is devoted to reading, writing, 
and spelling. It is found that in case of a 
great majority of the Japanese, when they 
have mastered their English and the merest 
groundwork of arithmetic, sufficient to make 
change and figure out what is coming to them 
on the pay roll, they drop the school and go 
to work. 

Such a system, if introduced into the San 
Francisco schools, would solve the difficulty 
there in a day. A separate room in the 
schools here and there throughout the city 
could be set aside for alien children who 
were unable to speak English. There would 
be no racial test whatsoever, and students 
might include Germans, or Scandinavians, 
or any other children just landed who were 
deficient in the rudiments of the English 
language. . 

School authorities say this is the proper 
system, anyway, and that it is unfair to the 
teachers to expect them to convey knowl- 
edge to little children, or to grown up people, 
for that matter, who cannot understand the 
language used by the instructor. This sug- 
gestion of Mr. Thurston probably will be 
placed before the San Francisco school au- 
thorities when they arrive here next week, 
and it is hoped it may fit in with the basis 
of compromise suggested by the president. . 


Mayor Schmitz Is Going. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 1.—{Special.]— 
Mayor Schmitz will accompany the entire 
city school board of five members and Assist- 
ant City Attorney John Wiliams to Wash- 
ington to discuse the Japanese school ques- 
tion with President Roosevelt. 

“We realize the gravity of the situation,“ 
declared President Walsh of the board of edu- 
cation this morning, and we will go to Wash 
ington with a full sense of the responsibility 
of our mission. Not knowing officially what 
the recent developments are, I can say no 
more.”’ 

The party intends to start for Washington 
next Sunday night. The general sentiment 
among the school officials, which is shared by 
the mayor, is that there is no room for a 
compromise of the matter in dispute. The 
school board contends, as it has from the 
start, that it is acting under the state law, 
which it has no power to change.

SEES DANGER IN DELAY. 
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Settled Quickly, Says 
California Senator. 


Mikado’s People, Flush with the 
Pride of Victory, Hope to 
Rule the Pacific. 


Washington, D. A. Feb. 1.—In an address 
delivered tonight before the National Geo- 
graphic society Senator Perkine of California 
dwelt at length upon the probability of a 
conflict between the Americans and the Jap- 
anese, two irreconcilable races, as he pro- 
nounced them. After speaking of the dim- 
culties overcome in the past in dealing with 
the Chinese, Perkins said: 

“ Hawaii has the Japanese on her hands, 
as we in California will soon have; and as 
this people is more aggressive, more tena- 
cious, more cunning, and more determined 
than the Chinese it will never do to permit 
a long delay before settling the question once 
for all. 

“The people of Japan have started out on 
a course of commercial development which 
will soon bring the United States and Japan 
so close together that it will be difficult to 
settle the question at all. Japan is still in 
the flush of ite great triumph over what 
was considered the strongest of European 
powers. It successfully interposed a barrier 
to Russlan supremacy in eastern Asia. 


Japan to Rule Orient. 

“The primary ambition of Japan is to col- 
onize the overflow population of the empire 
in adjacent countries under ite own sover- 
eignty.. This is the true beginning of real 
national expansion; but in addition to this 
the inherent national traite of patriotic im- 
pulses of the Japanese will make them @ 
foreign element in any country to which they 
migrate. 

‘Real expatriation is a condition prac- 
tically impossible to the Japanese mind. The 
extent to which the Japanese will occupy | 
the territory of friendly powers will be a 
displacement of the sovereignty of the power 
extending to them a welcome and the pres- 
ence of the sovereignty of the mikado of 
Japan. 

The science of war supervenes only upon 
a foundation of all other sciences. No nation 
in all history has evernymanifested a greater 
capacity for perfect unity of purpose then 
the Japanese; no nation has manifested a 
greater aptitude to seize upon and appro- 
priate all that the ages have discovered in the 
other nations in art, science, and in govern- 
ment, 

Why Jap Fought Russ. 

“Conflicts between nations are the result 
of antagonisms which lie at the foundation of 
their purposes, their aspirations, their growth 
and expansion. The presence of Russia as a 
prime factor in the commerce of the Pacifico 
coast was inimical to the aspirations of the 
Japanese empire in the same line. The oc- 
cupation of Manchuria and the fortification 
of Port Arthur was the immediate excuse but 
not the real cause ot the war. The real cause 
of the war was the inherent antagonism of 
interest and purpose which could find no other 
solution than the arbitrament of the sword. 

** We have acquired territory in the Pacific 
ocean; we have laid the foundation for com- 
mercial primacy on that great sea. We have 
a position at the doors of the orient by the 
possesion of the Philippines, and a base of 
naval operations in the middle of the ocean 
by the incorporation ef the Sandwich ls 
lands 


We have laid the foundation for com- 
mercial supremacy on the Pacific ooean, and 
at some point in the future course of na- 
tional destiny the pathway of national prog- 
ress on the part of Japan and the United 
States will converge to a point of inevitable 
conflict. 


Excuse for War Will Come. 


It is useless to speculate as to what the 
occasion or excuse for this conflict may be. 
The small cloud of war which is now hang- 
ing on the horison of the two nations appears 
to relate to the dissatisfaction of Japan with 
the domestic policy of the state of California 
relating to its educational interests. The ad- 
ministration of the educational affairs of Cal- 
Horna has not been fortunate at meeting 
with the approval of the empire of Japan; 
but this educational policy is not the reason 
for disturbing the amicable relations between 
the two nations. This fundamental cause 
lies at the foundation of the national char- 
acter of the nations to the controversy.“ 

At this juncture the senator introduced a 

moédification of his prediction of conflict, say- 
mes. 
“The cost in men and treasure is growing 
greater in every succeeding war, and neither 
Japan nor the United States would hastily 
appeal fo arms when the spirit of reason is 
beginning to rule the world. To do so would 
be to belie the renown they have of being 
among the most progressive nations of the 
globe. And fortunately, The Hague tribunal 
stands ready to consider in all fairness those 
great questions that tend to disturb the peace 
of the worid.“ 


Hobson Looks for War. 


New York, Feb. 1.—[Special.]—Capt. Rich- 
mond Pearson Hobson, formerly of the navy 
and now congressman-elect from Alabama, 
sounded an alarmist note tonight in am ad- 
dress given before a massmeeting of the 
Peace society of New York at Cooper union. 
After roaming through the pleasant fields 
of peace Capt. Hobson entered with evident 
relish into the terrors of war. All nations 
do not like America,” he said. “ There is, 
danger a war may break out before a system 
of universal peace can be perfected: But if 
the United States should have a big enough 
navy no nation would want to attack her.“

$5,000,000 MORE FOR CANAL 
DEMANDED BY COMMISSION. 


International Waterways Governors 
Insist Drainage. Ditch Shall Cost 
More—Opposed to Project. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—[Spectial.}—The 
international watérways commission insists 
that the sanitary board of Chicagd shall 
spend $17,000,000, instead of $12,000,000, to 
turn the Calumet river intoa drainage canal. 
The commission will so recommend to Secre- 
tary Taft. 

The commission declares the plans of the 
Illinois engineers are crude and insufficient 
for future neé@s. The scheme, it is asserted, 
will not carry off the flood waters in the sec- 
tion’s present populised state, arid that if the 
inhabitants multiply as expected the river 
will be forced back into Lake Michigan. 

As an offset against the proposed increase 
of 000,000, the commission advoca ex- 
pending the appropriation over a number of 
years, thus proportioning the payments to 
the increase of wealth in the district conse- 
quent on its development from the canal. 

The international board fs really much op- 
posed to the scheme. It contends that there 
are other and better ways of disposing of the 
sewage than by the adoption of a plan which 
ils certain to reduce considerably the level 
of Lake Michigan, which, it declares, is cer- 
tain to affect the immense navigation inter- 
ests of the whole chain of lakes. 

Secretary Taft has not yet passed on the 
recommendation of the chief of engineers 
that he deny the application of the Chicago 
authorities for permission to divert the 
waters of Lake Michigan into the Calumet 
river. He is facing a threatened clash be- 
tween the national government and the state 
of Illinois. It is possible, indeed, that it may 
be necessary to call on the attorney genera] 
for an opinion. 


ONE BAILEY CHARGE FAILS, 


Texas Legislature Unable to Find 
“Wine, Woman, and Song Story 
Was Sent Out of Austin. 


Austin, Tex., Feb. 1.—[Special.]—The leg- 
islative committee appointed to investigate 
the charge that Senator Bailey had “ used 
wine, women, and song to corrupt the Texas 
legislature and secure his election,“ today 
reported that it could not locate the author. 

The wine, woman, and song charge was 
made in a New York paper and purported 
to have been telegraphed from Austin. The 
local managers of the telegraph companies 
testified that no such a dispatch had been 
carried over their wires. , 

The Bailey investigation committee today 
heard the inside story of Senator Bailey's 
efforts to have the criminal suits against 
the Waters-Pierce Oil company in McLennan 
county dismiseed. 

The man who told the story was Cullen 
Thomas, who was county attorney of Mo- 
Lennan. He was the man who consented to 
tne dismissal of the suit. He said that he 
acted upon the request of Senator Bailey. 

Thomas testified that on May 3, 1900, Sen- 
ator Bailey spoke to him about dismissing 
the sults. Bailey said he didn’t know Pierce, 
but hed promised his friend Francis to assist 
him. He eaid he did hot know Pierce, but he 
did not want to drive capital from the state.

Mr. Shurtleff says he has been sitting up 
nigats doing hie own typewriting because he 
can't get enough help, and he adds he is tired 
of it. It hag been evident for some time 
that some one in the speaker’s room on the 
fourth floor of the Leland hotel has been 
playing amateurish solos late at night on a 
typewriter, and Mr. Sourtieff's comfeasion ex- 
plains this mystery. 

Speaker Demands More Help. 

The speaker can earn more as a lawyer 
than he could as a stenographer. His tech- 
nique is limited to the one finger movement, 
which, joined with a certain haziness as to 
the exact position of the letters on the key- 
board, conduces to madness. 

“There is a practical way to reform the 
house pay roll,” said the speaker today, but 
you cannot do it in a penurious way. The 
work of the house and its committees must 
be done. If this work is delayed by lack of 
a few clerks it only makes the cost of the 
pession heavier to the state in the end. 

The work of the house is just commencing. 
There are sixty-two committees. Every one 
will have work to do, some of them lots of it, 
and there are but ten committee clerks to do 
the clerical work of these committees. No 
one who has any knowledge of legislative 
work believes that the work can be done 
under present conditions.” 

The cause of this protest and of the im- 
pending explosion in the contingent expense 
committee is found in the fact that Mr. Aus- 
tin, in his desire to conduct the house eco- 
nomically, has cut the pay roll so vigorously 
that other members assert there are not 
nearly enough employés. 


Death Penalty for Holdup Men? 

Death penalty for holdup men will be sug- 
gested im a bill to be introduced in the legis- 
lature for the purpose of opening up a dis- 
cussion of the possible means of curbing this 
species of crime by legislative enactment. 
The demand for special legislation for such 
criminals comes not only from Chicago, where 
holdups are most frequent, but also from 
other cities of the state which have not been 
immune from them. 

It also is proposed to fix a more severe pen- 
alty for burglary, when the housebreaker 
uses weapons to threaten his victime. 

Representative Chester W. Church of Chi- 
cago says there is general demand in his dis- 
trict, which includes Englewood, for more 
drastic laws to deal with such crimes. That 
section of the city has been kept in considera- 
ble alarm by a housebreaker known as the 
*gimlet man,“ whose specialty is to bore 
holes into window sashes and thus obtain en- 
trance to residences. 


“Stickup” Potential Murder. 

*“‘ Every man who holde up a citizen is a 
murderer potentially at least. A bill pro- 
posing such a sentence will be Introduced if 
for nothing more than to get a committee 
discussion of the subject. I can’t say that 
I should favor it, but it Is a serious enough 
matter to have considered even if such a 
radical law be not enacted. It would be 
worth while to get opinions which would be 
developed.“ 

There was another proposition to make as- 
saults on women punishable by death. The 
Chicago council recently passed a resolution 
introduced by Ald. Herlihy committing the 
aldermanic body to support of such enact- 
ment. Thus far this measure has not ar- 
rived in the legislature, but probably will 
be introduced before long. 


Begin Seizure of Oleo. 

St. Louls, Mo., Feb. 1.—The seizure of large 
quantities of oleomargarine was begun by in- 
ternal revenue officers today and more than 1,000 
pounds of the product has been confiscated. De- 
livery wagons are stopped and when packages 
of oleo are found the driver is asked to pro- 
duce orders showing that the customer had dia- 
tinctly ordered.oleo.

tempted to kill B. F. Baldwin, editor of the 
Peoria Evening Star. Baldwin escaped with 
his life by being warned by telephone of 
Hunt’s coming. The former deputy sheriff 
was disarmed by Sheriff Hines und Deputy 
Thompson shortly after he started on his 
errand of revenge. 

Hunt became enraged this noon at the sight 
of hie picture in the Star, along with an ao- 
count of the grand jury inquiry. His name 
has been mentioned frequently for days past. 
In fact, it is known that he is one of the men 
under investigation. 

Boasts Save Dditor's Life. 

Accordingly Hunt armed himself with a re- 
volver and a slungshot and started for the 
Star office. To a number of persons he said 
that he was going to kill Baldwin and clean 
out the office. . 

His boasting probably saved Editor Bald- 
win's life, for some one telephoned ahead of 
the enraged former deputy. Baldwin and the 
members of his staff thereupon took up tem- 
porary quarters in another buliding. 

Still shouting what he would do, Hunt en- 
tered the newspaper office, gun in hand. He 
marched through the entire. building, but 
failed to locate a single member of the edi- 
torial staff. Two women in the business or- 
fice who had failed to receive warning fainted 
at the sight of a man with a gun. 

Failing to locate Baldwin, Hunt went out 
on the street, where he met Sheriff Hines. 
The latter persuaded him to go to the county 
jail and give up his weapon. Hunt was kept 
in jail for several hours, 

He was parading the streets tonight search- 
ing for W. W. Robinson, a member of the 
staff, who wrote the article about him.

Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 1.— Eight buildings in 
the center of the Dusiness district of Harris- 
burg were either destroyed or badly dam- 
aged by a fire early this morning, involving 
a loss estimated at $1,000,000. 

The Grand Opera House block at Third and 
Walnut streets, in which there were five 
stores, and the Duncan. building, on the op- 
posite side of Third street, occupied by three 
stores and a poolroom, were destroyed. The 
Park hotel and the Columbus hotel were 
badly damaged. The United Telephone com- 
pany building, the Security Trust building, 
the Bijou theater, Roshon's photograph 
studio, College block, the Harrisburg Gas 
Co y building, and the buildings occu- 
pled bg the Harrisburg Cycle and Typewriter 
company, the Philadelphia and Albany den- 
tists, and E. G. Hoover, jeweler, also were 
damaged. 

The fire started from an explosion in Pyne’s 
hat store in the opera house block at 2 o’ clock;

over natural sources of wealth, that I have 


| advocated measures which have installed 


Europeans as the master—for the time being 
—over the unciviliged negro or the semi- 
civilized Bomali, Arab, or Berber.’’ 

It is true that Sir Harry Johnston has done 
all these things. They are things which, 
done by Belgium, are heinous in English 
eyes. He proceeds to justify them by their 
motive and their end. He aims to show «a 
notable difference between these things as 
Belgian and as English. He seems to feel 
that the fact of a portion of the product of 
these acta being used to benefit the native is 
anampleexcuse. But so long as (a) the judge 
of the value of the return made to the sufferer 
is the usurper and not the recipient, there is 
no difference between a well meaning over- 
lord and a bloody minded tyrant; and (b) as 
long as the taxed is not consulted and his 
permission is not gained for taxation, there 


is only injustice in its infliction, no matter | 


for what end. Sir Harry uses the word 
K logic.”’ A logical argument leaves him and 
Leopold in precisely the same position with 
reference to the native. 


British Official Attitude Odd. 

Sir Harry closes his introduction with a 
strange and interesting statement. He says: 

‘The danger in this state of affairs Mes 
in the ferment of hatred which is being 
created against the white race in general 
by the agents of the king of Belgium in the 
minds of the Congo negroes. The negro has 
a remarkably keen sense of justice. He rec- 
ognizes in British C@ptral Africa, in East 
Africa, in Nigeria, in South Africa, in Togo- 
land, Dahomey, the Gold Coast, Sierra Leone, 
and Senegambia, that, on the whole, though 
the white men ruling in those regions have 
made some mistakes and committed some 
crimes, have been guilty of some injustice, 
yet that the state of affairs they have brought 
into existence as regards the black man is 
one infinitely superior to that which preceded 
the arrival of the white man as a temporary 
ruler. ° Therefore, though there may be a 
rising here or a partial tumult there, the mass 
of the people increase and multiply with con- 
tent and acquiesce in our tutelary position. 

„% Were it otherwise, any attempt at com- 
bination on their part would soon overwhelm 
us and extinguish our rule. Why, in the ma- 
jority of cases, the soldiers with whom we 
keep them in subjection are of their own 
race. But unless some stop can be put to 
the misgovernment of the Congo region I 
venture to warn those who are interested in 
African politics that a movement is already 
begun and is spreading fast which will unite 
the negroes against the white race, a move- 
ment which will prematurely stamp out 
the beginnings of the new civilization we are 
trying to implant, and against which move- 
ment, except so far as the actual coast line 
is concerned, the resources of men and money 
which Europe can put into the field will be 


powerless.”’ 
Peril Not in Belgian Rule. 

This is curious and interesting. But it 18 
scarcely logical or candid. Allow me to quote 
beside Sir Harry's observations, the follow- 
ing, taken from the papers of March 4, 1906! 

“Sir Arthur Lawley, who has just been ap- 
pointed gevernor of Madras, after devoting 
many years to the administration of the 
Transvaal, gave frank utterance the other 
day, before his departure from South Africa 
for India, to hig conviction that ere long a 
great rising of the blacks against the whites 
will take place, extending all over the Brit- 
ish colonies from the Cape to the Zambesi. 
Sir Arthur, who is recognized as an authority 
on all problems connected with the subject of 
native races, besides being a singularly levei- 
beaded man, spoke with profound earnest- 
ness when he explained in the course of the 
farewell address: ‘See to this question. For 
it is the greatest problem you have to face.’ 
And the solemn character of his valedictory 
warning was rendered additionally impree- 
sive in the knowledge that it was based upon 
information beyond all question.” 

It is certain that the~affairs in the Congo 


rise Renin ene produced neither restlessness | 
nor concerted action in British Africa. Why 


there have been recent outbreaks of turbu- 
lence? The natives, indeed, seem ungrateful 
for the benefits of English rule. Sir Arthur 
Lawley looks for a rising over the whole of 
British Africa, from the Cape to the Zambest. 
In what way can the misgovernment of the 
Congo by its ruler have produced a condition 
so threatening? Both these gentlemen have 
reason, perhaps, for their fears of an out- 
break, but as I have said, there is neither 
logic nor candor in attributing the present 
agitation in Southern Africa to King Leopold. 


England’s Motive Purely Selfish. 

What really is the motive underlying the 
assauit upon the Congo? What has main- 
tained an agitation and a propaganda with 
apparently such disinterested aims? Person- 
ally, although I began my consideration of 
the question with a different belief, I con- 
sider it entirely political and eelfish. Sir 
Harry Johnston naively says: When I first 
visited the western regions of the Congo it 
wag in the days of imperialism, when most 
young Britishers abroad could conceive of no 
better fate for an undeveloped country than 
to come under the British fag. The outcome 
of Stanley's work seemed to me clear; it 
should be eventually the Britanicising of 
much of the Congo basin, perhaps in friendly 
agreement and partition of interests with 
France and Portugal.“ 

Unquestionably this notion of the proper 
solution of the question took possession of 
many minds in Great Britain at the same 
time. And England was never satisfied with 
the foundation of the Congo Free State as an 
independent nation. 

A little further on Sir Harry states that 
the British missionaries of that time were 
against such golution; they did not wish the 
taking over of the district by Great Britain. 
And why? They anticipated troubles and 
bloodshed arising from any attempt on the 
part of Great Britain to subdue the vast and 
unknown regions of the Congo [not?] even 
then clearly threatened by Arabs.’’ In other 
words, Britons at home would have been glad 
to have absorbed the Congo; Britons on the 
ground feared the trouble and bloodshed 
necessary. But now that the Belgians have 
borne the trouble and the bloodshed and paid 
the bills, Britain does not despise the plum. 
Indeed, Britaffi'é ambitions in Africa: are 
magnificent. Why should she not absorb the 
entire continent? She has Egypt—tempora- 
rily—and ‘shows no sign of relinquishing it; 
she has the Transvaal and the Orange Free 
State; how she picked a quarrel and how she 
geized them we all know. Now she could 
conveniently annex the Congo. 


Use Outcry to Force Game. 

The missionari¢rs in the Congo Free State 
are no doubt honest in saying, what they 
say on every possible occasion, that they do 
not wish Englend to take over the country: 
that they would prefer to have it stay in Bel- 
gian hands; that, however, they would have 
the Belgian government itself responsible in- 
stead of a single person. I believe them hon- 
est when they say this, but I think them 
self-deceived; I feel convinced that if the 
question was placed directly to them, Shall 
Engiand or Belgium govern the Congo?” and 
they knew. that their answer would be de- 
cisive, their vote would be exceedingly one- 
sided and produce a change of masters. But 
the missionaries are not the British govern~ 
ment; they do not shape the policies of the 
empire; their agitation may be useful to the 
scheming politician and may bring about re- 
sults which they themselves had not in- 
tended. It is alwaye the scheme of rulers 
and of parties to take advantage of the gen- 
erous outbursts of sympathy and feeling of 
the masses for their selfish ends. 

The missionaries and many of the prom- 
inent agitators in the propaganda against the 
Free State have said they would be satisfied 
if Belgium takes over the government. This 
statement never has seemed to me honest or 
candid: the agita tors will not be suited if Bel- 

lum takes the Congo; Lhave said this all the 
kunde and the incidents of the last few days 
have demonstrated the justness of my opin- 
ion. Already hostility to Belgian ownership 
ie evident. It wilkincrense. When the king 
really turns the Congo Free State government 
into Belgium’s hands the agitation will con- 
tinue, complaints still will be made, and con- 
ditions will be much as formerly.

“The greater portion of the territory“ 
and what portion is it that perhaps cannot 
well govern? Of course, that district through 
which the Cape to Cairo railroad would find 
its most convenient roadbed. If Great 
Britain can get that, we shall hear no more 
of Congo atrocities. There are two ways 


| Among the specimens are 


possible in which this district may be gained. 
If England can enlist our sympathy. our 
aid, our influence, she may bid defiance to 
Germany and France and seise from Leo- 
poid or from little Belgium so much of the 
Congo Free State as she considers necessary 
for her purpose, leaving the rest to the king 
or to his country. 
British Consul Acts as Spy. 

If we are not to be Inveigled into such as- 
sistance, she may of course, in time, and by 
good diplomacy come to an understanding 
with France and Germany for the partition 
of the Free State. Of course, in such event 
France would take that section which ad- 
joins her territory, Germany would take the 
whole Kasai, which was first explored and 
visited by German travelers, and England 
would take the eastern portion, touching 
on Uganda and furnishing the best site for 
her desired railroad. 

The same steamer which took me to the 
Congo carried a newly appointed British 
vice consul to that country. On o occa- 
sion he detailed to a missionary friend his 
instructions as laid down in his commission. 
| was seated close by those in conversation, 
and no attempt was made on my part 
to overhear or on their part towards 
secrecy. Hie statement indicated that 
the prime object of his appointment was to 
make a careful examination of the Aruwimi 
river to see whether its valley could be util- 
ized for a rallroac The second of the four 
objects of his appointment was to secure as 
large a volume as possible of complaints from 
British subjects (blacks) resident in the 
Congo Free State. The third was to ac- 
cumulate all possible information regarding 
atrocities upon the natives. These three out 
of four objects of his appointment seem to 
be most interesting and suggestive. 


Threat of Conquest Significant. 

On a later occasion I was in company with 
this same gentleman, A missionary present 
had expressed anxiety that the report of the 
commission of inquiry and investigation 
should appear. It will be remembered that 
ea considerable time elapsed between the 
return of the commission to Europe and 
the publishing of its report. After the mis- 
sionary had expressed his anxiety for its 
appearance and to know its contents, the 
vice consul remarked: It makes no differ- 
ence when the report appears; it makes no 
difference if it never appears; the British 
government has decided upon its course of 
action, and it will not be influenced by what- 
ever the commission’s report may contain.“ 
Comment upon this observation ig super- 
fluous. 

Upon the Atlantic steamer which brought 
us from Antwerp to New York City, there 
was a young Canadian returning from three 
years abroad. He knew, that we had been 
in the Congo Free State, and on several occa- 
We had never referred to atrocities, nor con- 
sions conversed with me about my journey. 
ditions, nor politics. One day, with no par- 
ticular reason in the preceding conversation 
for the statement, he said: *‘ Of course, the 
Belgians will lose the Congo. We have got 
to have it. We must build the Cape to Cairo 
road. You know we wanted the Transvaal. 
We found a way to get it; we have it. So 
we will find some way to get the Congo.”’ 

Of course, this was the remark of a very 
young man. But the remarks of young men, 
wild and foolish though -they often sound, 
usually voice the feelings and thoughts 
which older men cherish, but dare not speak.

British Royal Commission in 
Second Report Disputes 
the Koch Theory. 


DISEASE LURKS IN MILK. 


Increase in White Plague and 
Loss of Life Due to Lac- 
tel Food. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Feb. 1.—The British royal com- 
mission appointed on Jan. 19 to investigate 
Prof. Koch's theory that bovine and human 
tuberculosis are distinct aud practically re- 
ciprocally incommunicable diseases, has is- 
sued a second ad interim report confirming 
and strengthening the first report that Prof. 
Koch was mistaken. The commission, sum- 
ming up the results of its further invesiga- 
tions, says: 

“ There can be no doubt that a certain num- 
ber of cases of tuberculosis occurring in 
human subjects especially children, are the 
direct result of the introduction fnto the 
28 body ot the bacillus of bovine tubercu- 

os 

“There also is no doubt that in a ma- 
jority of these cases the bacillus is intro- 
r duced through the cows’ milk 

Due to Cow’s Milk. 

Mim containing the tubercle bactili ts 
clearty the cause of fatal tuberc ulosis in man, 
and a considérable amount of the disease 
and loss of {ife, especially among the young, 
must be attributed to consumption of cow’s 
nvdilic containing tubercle bacilli, 

The presence of tubercle bacilli In cow's 
milk can be detected, though with some diffi- 
culty, if proper means are adopted, and such 
milk ougAt never to be used as food. There 
is far less difficulty in recognizing clinically 
that a cow ts dietinctly suffering from tuber- 
culgsis, in which case she may be yielding 
tuberculosis milk, which,*coming from such a 
cow. ought not to be used as food.“ 

The commissioners in describing their 
experiments in detail ‘say the bacillus of bo- 
vine tuberculosis will by feeding or inocula- 
tion produce tuberculosis fn apes. 


Many Animals Afflicted. 

Tuberculosis occurs in many if not all do- 
mesticated mammals—certainily in the ox, 
hog, horse, sheep, cat, and dog. It also has 
been observed in many wild mammais—for 
instance, the monkey—when kept in captivity. 
There is an avian tuberculosis. Even a rep: 
tile has been described as suffering from the 
disease. 

The results achieved point strongly to the 
necessity of extending the studies beyond 
man. The commissioners, therefore, will 
continue their investigation in other direc- 
Lions. 


POPE DRAWN INTO ROMANCE 
OF YOUNG COUPLE’S LIVES. 


Pontiff Urged to Consent to Divorce 
of the Aristocratic Italian Duke 


Della Salle. 


ROME, Feb. 1.—Considerable interest is 
manifested in high circles nere regarding 
an attempt which is being made to annul 
the romantic marriage of the young Duke 
Della Salle. In 1905 the duke, While at Athens, 
fell in love with a beautiful but poor girl 
named Marika Karusos and made prepara- 
tions to marry her. The duke's father, how- 
ever, was strongly opposed to the maten and 
took steps to prevent the unlon of the young 
people. 

While the wedding was in progress the 
young duke was suddenly called away by an 
urgent message and went to the French con- 
sulate. What transpired there is not defi- 
nitely known, but it appears that the young 
duke was adjudged a lunatic and as such 
was conveyed to Vienna. 

The father of Marika immediately began 
an investigation of the bridegroom’s dis- 
appearance, traced him to Vienna, and went 
there and conducted him back to Athens, 
where the duke and 1 ka were married ac- 
cording to the rites both the Greek and 
Roman churches, 

Some months later an agent of the old duke 
succeeded in winning the confidence of the 
newly married couple, and eventually induced 
the young duke to go to Paris and make his 
peace with the family. From that time all 
trace of the young duke has been lost. 

His father has applied to the vatican av- 
thorities here to annul the duke’s marpiage to 
Marika. The latter appealed to the pope, but 
received an unsatisfactory anewer, and later, 
with her newly born daughter, the young 
duchess came to Rome and is demending 
justice from the vatican. 

The old duke, on hearing of Marika's arrival 
here, offered her mong, but the duchess, al- 
though suffering frém poverty, refused to 
accept anything from her husband's father. 
That is how the affair stands, and the reply of 
the vatican is anxiously awaited.

DAVIS LAUDED BY ROOSEVELT. 


President Approves Wholly of Course 
of Admiral in Withdrawing 
from Kingston. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—In unequivocal 
terme President Roosevelt. today approved 
Admiral Davis’ entire action in connection 
with his visit to Kingston, Jamaica, to render 
aid. In addition the president requested the 
secretary of the navy to express to Admiral 
Davis his heartiest commendation of all that 
the admiral did. President Roosevelt's let- 
ter, which was addressed to Secretary Met - 
calf, reads: 

I have read carefully the report of Admiral 
Davis submitted by you, together with the report 
of Admiral Bvans commending the action of Ad- 
miral Davis at Kingston. I return them herewith 
and desire that you express to Admiral Davis my 
heartiest commendation of all that he did at 
Kingston. I approve his entire action. He upheld 
the beet traditions of our navy in thus rendering 
distinguished service to humanity. 

THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 

The long expected report of Admiral Davis 
of the circumstances leading up to the with- 
drawal of the fleet from Kingston reached 
the navy department today. It was iaid 
before the president at once. 

Inasmuch as President Roosevelt already 


has announced that the diplomatic phase 
is a closed incident, the report itself will 
not be made public, but Secretary Metcalf 
gave out the letter of Admiral Evans, com- 
mander in chief of the Atlantio-fleet, warmly 
commending Admiral Davis for his conduct 
of a situation “ which was, to say the least, 
embarrassing.’’ The admiral remarks fur- 
ther that it was particularly fortunate that 
there was at hand an officer such as Admiral 
Davis to deal with the problem which arose. 


Quake Shakes Solomon Isles. 
San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 1.—The steamer 


Sierra, which arrived yesterday, bréught the 
news that the Solomon islands in the South 


sea were visited by a heavy earthquake. 


The earth was opened 
and deep, gorges created, the entire appear- 
ance of the islands being changed. No lives 
were lost, so far as known. It is thought the 
shock was the one recorded on the seismo- 
graphs in various parts of the world. Accord- 
ing to the instrument at Apia, Samoa, it lasted 
for several minutes and was said to be the 
heaviest shock ever recorded.

Just before the vote on the adoption of the 
Cooley amendment was announced, Trustee 
Post changed his vote to the affirmative and 
this action was said to mean that he would 
make a motion to reconsider the action at 
the next meeting, when the Dunne element 
will have its full strength. 


Called for “Tattle” Report. 
Trustee Sonsteby’s proposed amendment 
to the Dawes anti-pull rule called on Mr. 
Cooley to make written report of all oral or 
written communications made in reference to 
the appointment of teachers immediately 
after the communication is received, whether 
or not there was any likelihood that it would 
be acted on. The amendment was the out- 
growth of the Kuflewski-Megan hearing and 
was calculated to prevent pull letters and 
communications from being made public long 
after they are written. 

Under the present rule efforts to exercise 
pull are reported only at the time that an 
appointment is made. At that time all doc- 
uments having any bearing upon the appoint- 
ment are submitted to the committee along 
with the recommendation of the superin- 
tendent. Mr. Cooley reported that the Son- 
steby amendment would compel him to make 
reports on teachers whom he had no inten- 
tion of appointing, which probably would do 
them agreatinjury.

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JUDGE KAVANAGH RIGOROUS IN 
METHODS WITH LAWYERS. 


Tells Attorneys Second Trial Will Not 
Be Repetition of First—Prevents 
Badinage of Witnesses by Defense 
to Prolong Litigation—Veniremen 
Are Examined Rapidly Under New 
Rulings—Night Sessions Ordered at 
Outset to Lessen Cost and Delay. 


as 


The Shea trial No. 2 may become famous 
as the speediest instead of the slowest “’ big 
case in the county Criminal court. Vigorous 
methods were adopted at the opening yes- 
terday by Judge Kavanagh to rush matters, 
so that the taxpayers maf not have to foot 
another $50,000 bill of expense, as in the 
first hearing. 

The first step taken was to order night 
sessions, beginning probably next Monday. 
The proceeding is unusual, but Judge Kava- 
nat declared the conditions demanded it 
and that the comfort of either himself or 
the attorneys should not be. permitted to 
interfere, ! 

In another way—one which promises to 
bear good results—the judge prepared to 
eliminate delays. He established: a rigid cen- 
sorship over the lawyers. In the examina- 
tion of veniremen, the attorneys were al- 
lowed to ask only pertinent questions, 
the system of badinage which the defense 
used in the first trial to get rid of undesir- 
able jurors being ruled out. The prosecuting 
attorneys also were held within strict Mmita- 
tion in their questions, 

“There is no reason why this trial should 
last flve or six months.” declared Judge 
Kavanagh, “and it will not if I can prevent 


11.“ 
Court’s Orders Are Observed. 


While the first day’s “Session yielded no 
jurors, the effect of the.court’s remarks was 
apparent. Instead of a hundred or more 
questions, an average of only @ score was 
put to each venireman. Eighteen veniremen 
were examined and the defense was com- 
pelled to use up six peremptory challe 
and the state two in order to avoid the accept- 
ance of jurors. For Monday 275 men have 
been summoned in a special venire, and J udge 
Kavanagh proposes to have the jury mill 
grinding at double time next week. 

“ You're not trying to avoid jury service, 
are you?“ sharply demanded the court of one 
talesman in the afternoon whe declared he 
had formed an opinion.“ 

The venireman, William F. Edgell, 3001 
Calumet avenue, was cautioned and finally 
** excused,”’ 

Another prospective juror, Martin Ma- 
loney, said his brother was a witness in the 
case and for that reason he couldn’t give a 
square deal.“ 

What's that got to do with it?” asked 
Judge Kavanagh. “ Don’t you regard the 
law more than relationship?’ Maloney was 
held for awhile, but finally was challenged 
by the defense. 


Time Was Too Valuable. 


Francis Beaumont, an auctioneer, 1628 In- 
diana avenue, asserted his time was too val- 
uable for him to serve on the jury. He was 
told by the court that his excuse wasn’t 
good enough. Charles Burmeister, 1819 Mil- 
waukee avenue, was asked by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Miller whether he was a 
union man.

Policies for $31,000 on Prop- 
_ erty Worth $20,000 Found 
in a Deposit Box. 


MISSING MAN NOT FOUND. 


Satchels Full of Notes for Furni- 
ture Bought by Install- 
ments Found. 


Evidence relative to the belief of the police 
that W. R. Wieboldt, the Lake View mer- 
cham, set fire to his stock of merchandise 
prior to his disappearance last Sunday night 
was discovered yesterday by Fire Attorney 
Hogan and Attorney James Rosenthal of 
Rosenthal, Kurz & Hirschl, the latter for the 
receiver. The attorneys are investigating the 
alleged at impt to burn the store at 1802 Bel 
mom avenue and the subsequent disappear- 
ance of the merchant and his daughter. 

The situation was further clouded by the 
inability to get any positive clews as to the 
whereabouts of the merchant or his daughter, 
due to the continued silence of his attorney, 
E. P. Lengworthy, 50 Clark street. The law- 

er maintains hie original declaration that he 

ows where the daughter is, and that he 
believes the father cofnanitted suicide. The 
police now put no faith in the latter state 
ment, but think if they could find the daugh- 
ter the whereabouts of the futher would be 
ascertained easily. 
Heavy Insurance Placed. 

Two discoveries threw some new light on 
the case. The first was the finding of two 
satchels full of notes, payable to Wieboidt, 
secreted under a bed above the Wieboldt 
store. This led to a second and more. im- 
portant discovery that within the last three 
months Wieboldt had insured. his $20,000 
worth of property. in twenty-nine fire insur- 
ance companies, for an aggregate amount of 
$31,000, and that these policies were deposited 
in a safety deposit box in the vault of the 
Fidelity Safe Deposit company, 143 Ran- 
dolph street, on Jan. 23, or only the day be- 
fore the fire. 

The notes were those accepted in payment, 
on the installment plan, for furniture sold 
by Wieboldt. From them the receiver, the 
American Trust and Savings bank, expects 
to realize several thousand dollars. It was 
among these notes that Mr. Rosenthal dis- 
covered a receipt for rent of a safety deposit 
box, paid last December. 

Upon the finding ot these bits of evidence 
Attorney Rosenthal had the hearing before 
Referee in Bankruptcy Sidney Eastman post- 
poned until next Monday afternoon at 2:30. 
An order was obtained from Judge Landis 
to permit the receiver to open the deposit box 
at 143 Randolph street. The receipt and order 
were then turned over to Fire Attorney Ho- 
gan, and with the assistance of a locksmith 
he broke open the box and found the insur- 
ance papers. 

The two satchels full of notes and papers 
were the two valises which Mrs. John Sparkel 
saw Miss Martha Wieboldt, the daughter, 
seize and start downstairs with when thecry 
of fire was heard,“ said Attorney Hogan. 
When she found that the fire did not reach 
far, Miss Wieboldt thrust the satchels back 
under the bed.“ 


Ready for Criminal Proceedings. 

“T am ready to proceed criminally against’ 
Mr. Wieboldt whenever he is located.“ said 
Attorney Hogan. Should the warrant be 
issued now, it would grant him an immunity 
against telling all he knows before the fede- 
ral court. Not to issue a warrant is merely 
an accommodation to the federal court.” 

Tt was ascertained by 
and O’Brien that Wieboldt's total, bank ac- 
chunt now is $6 in the Western Trust and 
Savings bank. Last Tuescay Wieboldt had 
510 in the bank. That day $100 was drawn 
out by a friend of Wieboldt’s on a check 
written by him. This alone the police think 
shows that he didn't commit suicide last 
Sunhéay. The bank held a note for $500 
age inst him and canceled the note by an 
offaet from the money on deposit, leaving but 
$10 remaining. 

Capt. Kane of the Sheffield avenue ation 
took up numerous clews that were sent him 
by various persons. The one that seemed 
to interest the police most was the one to 
the effect that Wieboldt is in Paducah, Ky., 
where he has relatives. 

It was reported during the day that Wie- 
boldt was in a sanitarium at Oshkosh, Wis., 
but a search of hospitals there failed to show 
any trace of him.

| As we do mot wish to cause you amy Une 
necessary imconvenience we will give you 
until March 1 to make your plans, at which 
time will you kindly give us your room.

CONGRESS AND CHILD LABOR. 
+, Congress has undisputed jurisdiction 
over the District of Columbia. But it 
was not until the last session that the 
subject of child labor in the district was 
given serious consideration. At that ses- 
sion the house passed a bill declaring that 
no child under the age of 14 should be 
Ao to work in any factory, store, 

or office. The bill has been before the 
senate once or twice during this session 
but has not been passed. 

There is no question as to the constl- 
tutionality and desirability of the bill re- 
lating to child labor in the District of 
Columbia. So much cannot be said for 
the bills which have been introduced at 
thie session concerning child labor in the 
states. The proposition is that no rail- 
road shall accept for interstate transpor- 
tation from any factory or mine any 
article’ of commerce save when accom- 
panied by an affidavit declaring that the 
factory or mine does not employ children 
under 14 years of age. The friends of the 
measure say that thie would be a legiti-

Congress has enacted some laws which 
their opponents have called unconstitu- 


tional but-which have been upheld by the 


Supreme court. It has enacted some laws: 
which their supporters were confident 
were constitutional but which the Su- 
preme court has pronounced to be null 
and void. It would be unwise to say posi- 
tively that the Supreme court would deny 
to congress the right to strike at child 
labor through its power to regulate inter- 
state commerce, but the number of per- 
sons who believe the interstate commerce 
clause is being overstrained and over- 
worked is not small. The arguments 
against the constitutionality of the child 
labor bill deserve respectful consideration. 
Assuming that it is constitutional, the 
next question is; what good would be ac- 
complished by legislating in a necessarily 
imperfect and incomplete way on a sub- 
j ch has hitherto n left to the 
states? It cannot be said that it has 
been neglected by them. Some states are 
more advanced in their legislation than 
others. Those where factories have not 
flourished long are com tively back- 
ward, but even in those sta influences 
are at work which are bettering condi- 
tions, The local sentiment upon which 
every child labor law must depend for ‘its 
enforcement would not be stimulated by 
federal legislation. 
The child labor bulletin of the. bureau 
2 the census shows that in 1900 the total 
number of breadwinners under 14 years 


| of age, employed in other than agricul- 


tural pursuits, was 186,858. Not all of 
these, however, were engaged in the man- 
ufacture of prod¥cts which enter into in- 
terstate commerce. The clerks and serv- 
ants, the salesmen. and waiters who are 
under 14 are confessedly beyond the reach 
of congressional legislation. The textile 
mill operatives who. would be covered by 
the proposed law, except where engaged 
in the manufacture of goods for local con- 
sumption, numbered 26,774; the workers 
in mines and quarries, 9,000; the tobacco 
and cigar factory operatives, 2,628: the 
‘woodworkers, 2.828: metal workers, 2,458; 
and glassworkers, 1.483. 

The director of the census says that 
with the growth of population there has 
probably been a considerable increase 
since 1900 in the number of children who 
‘are breadwinners, But the increase prob- 
ably has been confined to the children of 
14 and 15. They composed in 1900 a ma- 
jority of the child workers. The state 
laws which have been enacted since 1900 
imposing greater restrictions upon the em- 
ployment of young children have not been 
Th 1900 twenty-seven states 
and territories legislated concerning the 
employment of children in mines, 

It is the manifest duty of congress to 
look after the children in the District of 
Columbia, whose welfare has been neg- 
lected too long. After having done that, 
congress will be in a better position to 
throw stones at states which are derelict 
in the enactment or enforcement of child 
labor laws. 2 


A good many people are en ready 
to favor a law which makes some one 
else trouble. But when it touches them- 


| selves the restriction at once appears un- 
reasonable and unwise. Nevertheless the 


only fair plea for the abolition of special 
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nection with it, while, perhaps, they re- 
joiced over restrictions placed upon 
wealthy. men and rich corporations 
known to be securing rebatee or special

Too MUCH “UNIFORMITY.” 

The framers of the Illinois constitution z 
had unbounded reverence for “ uniform- 
ity,” and made it one of che features of 
the organic law. The legislators of today, 
working under conditions which differ 
greatly from those of 1869, often find the 
uniformity insisted on by the constitution 
a great nuisance, But for it there would 
have been no need of a constitutional 
amendment to enable the general assem- 
bly. to give Chicago a new charter. But 
for it every city in the state could be 
given a brand new one when wanted. 

If it were not for slavery to “ uniform- 
ity” it would be possible to do away with 
the grand jury in Cook county, where it is 
of questionable value, and let it continue to 
flourish in other parts of the state, where 
it is held in high esteem. It would be an 
easy matter to draft a primary lew with 
one set of regulations acceptable to Chi- 
cago and another set acceptable to the 
rest of the state. Such a-measure would 
give general satisfaction, but It would be 
invalid if enacted because it would not be 
uniform. As it is dificult if not impos- 
sible to harmonize the clashing sentiments 
of city and country, there ie talk of a con- 
stitutional amendment to give the gen 
eral assembly a free hand in the matter 
of primary legislation. It is not likely 
that there would be any objection to such 
an amendment if submitted. 

The constitution of 1848 did not lay 
stress on “ uniformity.” There was a vast 
amount of special legislation under it, and 
much of it was unpecessary. The fram- 
ers of the present constitution let their 
seal for general and uniform laws run 
away with them. It never occurred to 
them that the day might come when con- 
ditions in one part of the state would 
differ so widely in some particulars from 
those in another part that the needs of 
both could not be met by the eame law. 

Chicago has been hampered in many 
ways by “uniformity” requi ents, 
which have not weighed upon r parts 
of the state. It is only now, when the 
country cannot get the kind of primary 
law it desires because that law would not 
fit Chicago, that it begins to perceive the 
drawbacks of “ uniformity.”

For it virtually places them 
at the mercy of the commons, and the fact 
that the doctrine of the right of the crown 
to issue, to withhold, or to cancel the writ 
of summons to peers has been proclaimed 
by the late Lord Oarnarvon and by the late 
Lord Salisbury is likely to silence most of 
the doubts which the tories and liberal un- 
ijoniste may entertain with regard to the 
value of the argument.

These royal writs of summons are issued 
to peers on their Succession to the family 
honors, on their elevation to the peerage, 
and on the assembling of each new pariia- 
ment. If the king neglects to address the 
writ to a particular peer the latter can 
neither sit nor vote in the house of lords, 
and his supposed right to act as an heredi- 
tary legislator falls tothe ground. The royal 
writ is am emphatic document, and is in the 
nature of a command on the part of the sover- 
eign to the peer in question that he should 
“waive all excuses and repair at once to 
Westminster in order to give hig majesty 
the benefit of his counsel on the weighty and 
urgent affairs of state to be brought before 
parliament.” The writ of summons places 
its recipient under a most solemm obligation 
to attend his place in parliament during the 
whole of the session, and that this was not 
regarded lightly is proved by a standing or- 
der of the house of lords, dating back to the 
year 1742, which imposes upon any peer ab- 
senting himself from the sittings of the house 
during an entire session a fine of 5 shillings 
(that ie to say, a Mttle over 4 dollar) for 
every day he has beem absent, 

W. T. Stead, taking up this question, owa, 
that during the last forty years there have 
been only ten occasions when more than 200 
peers out of the 600 constituting the upper 
house have been present together in their 
places in parliament, thet the everage at- 
tendance at the house of lords throughout 
the session never is more than 100, and that 
there are many days on which less than a 
score of peers are on hand. The fine, how- 
ever, has long ceased to be enforced, al- 
though it never has been repealed, and re- 
mains a standing demonstration of the fact 
that the peers are under an obligation to ful- 
fill their legislative duties, which they so 
sadly neglect and misuse

“Bir Percy Girouard, who hae just been ap- 
pointed to succeed Gen. Sir Frederick Lu- 
gard as governor general and commander- 
in-chief of that vast West African empire 
known as British Nigeria, extending over an 
area of half a milliom of square miles, with 
a poulation of about 80,000,000, was 
born on this side of the Atlantic, as a son 
of Justice Desire Girouard of the Supreme 
court of Canada received his military edu- 
cation at the Royal Military college of Kings- 
tom, Canada, and has just celebrated his 40th 
sirthday. After graduating from the mili- 
vary college of Kingston he wes employed 
for a time on the engineering staff of the 
Canadian Pacific railroad. There he obtained 
a practical knowledge of railroad engineer- 
ing, which when he joined the British army 
in England proved invaluable to him, that 
being the onde branch of all others in which 
the corps of royal engineers was deficient. 

He was intrusted, within a few months 
after receiving his ceemmigsgion, with the 
traffic managership of the railroads belong- 
ing to the immense royal arsenal at Wool- 
wich, and while there had the good fortune 
to attract the notice of Lord Kitchener, who 
at once pitched upon him as the one man of 
all others suited to take charge of the con- 
struction of those military railroads which 
were indispensable to his plang for the re- 
conquest of the Soudan. 

= 


Kitchener realized that the Soudan could 
be regained only by means of railroad trans- 
port, a decision justified by subsequent 
events, and although young Girouard was 
under 30 years of age at the time, and a 
mere lieutenant, he left to him the entire 
task of planning, constructing, and working 
about 1,000 miles of railroad, under almost 
impossible conditions as to staff, materials, 
and money. It was in particular the 200 miles 
of railroad constructed between May and No- 


vember in 1897, across the unknown and wa- 


terless desert, debouching on the Nile at At- 
bara, which rendered possible the victory of 
Atbara and Omdurman and the destruction 
of the power of the mahdi. For this Girouard 
received the thanks of parliament, his — 
motion to a majority, and several orders, be- 
sides being appointed president of the Egyp- 
tian state railroads and telegraphe. 

On the outbreak of the South African war 
and the dispatch of Lord Kitchener to the 
Tranevaal, Girouard was sent to take charge 
of railroad transportation and construction 
there, and contributed so much thereby to 
the ultimate defeat of the Hoers that he was 
knighted and invested with the star of the 
order of St. Michael and St. George. While 
in South Africa he fell in love with the daugh- 
ter of Sir Richard Solomon, the legal adviser 
to the Transvaal administration, and mar- 
ried her four years ago. Subsequently, ow- 
ing to Sir Percy's insisting upon ing the 
South African railroads to suit govern- 
ment and the general public rather than the 
mine owners of the Rand, he became involved 
in a quarrel with the latter, and secured his 
transfer to staff work in England, where 
until the other day he hae been assistant 
quartermaster general of the western mili- 
tary division

Lexington, Ky., Feb. 1,—[Special.}— 
Charles Marvin; the noted trotting horse 
trainer and owner, died today at St. Joseph's 
hospital after an illness of several months, 

During his long career as a horseman Mar- 
vin developed and trained the horses of two 
United States senators and a congressman. 


He first gained fame on the trotting turf in. 


1876, when he went to California to take 
charge of the Palo Alto stables of the late 
Senator Leland Stanford. After the death 
of Senator Stanford he again came east and 
took charge of the stable of Miller & Sibley, 
of which firm Congressman Sibley of Penn- 
sylvania was a member, ‘bringing the horses 
belonging to this firm to Kentucky and lo- 


‘cating at the Ashland Park farm. 


Marvin remained with this firm until it 
quit the turf, and in 1901 he signed to train 
the horses of Senator Joseph W. Bailey of 
Texas. Two years ago he severed his con- 
nection with the Bailey stable and went into 
business for-himself, Among the most noted 
horses Marvin has trained are: Sunol, 
2:08%; Arion, 2:07%; Palo Alto, 2:08%; Eldow, 
2:14%; Don Voyage, 2:12: Captor, 2:00%; 
Hilgar, 2:15%; Silike, 2:11%. Marvin was 
born at Spring Water Valley, New York, 
sixty-eight years ago, and leaves a wife and 


three sons who reside in Pennsylvania.

NEW YORK, Feb. 1-—-(Special. ]}—The 
bears had things all their own way on the 
stock exchange today. Stocks flowed almost 
steadily into the market within ten minutes 
of the opening. Occasional! 
caused by short buying to realize. 

The failure of banking interests to sustain 
the market, as they did on Thursday, was 
responsible for the rush to sell. This forced 
the conclusion that financiers are inclined 
to keep hands off that there may be brought 
about a basis on which a successful appeal 
can be made to investment capital. 

Such developments as came to hand were 
favorable to the market. The loss in cash 
by the banks indicated by the known move- 
ments of money for the week is due to gov- 
ernment operations, including a payment of 
a Central Pacific note due the government 
today and the withdrawal of governmental 
deposits from the banks. 

Intimations from Washington were that 
the treasury’s offer for redemption of $10,- 
000,000 of United States 4s of 1907, made in 
December, was still open. The engagement 
of $500,000 in gold in London for import 
showed that exchange le at a profitable level. 

Rumors were current of further intended 
note issues. The weakness of American 


Smeiting and Pennsylvania was connected 


with such rumors. 

A late rally was not followed by resumption 
of important selling. The closing was barely 
steady.

WASHINGTON, D C., Feb. 1.—The month- 
ly statement of the public debt shows that at 
the close of businese Jan 81, 1907, the total 
debt, less cash in the treaeury, amounted to 
$927.441,206, which ts a decrease for the 
month of $7.629.571. This decreage is largely 
due to the Increase of cash during the month.
